2.40 (b)(2) • Establish and maintain adequate veterinary care that includes 

the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, 
and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability of 
emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

(The mini fridge used to store vaccinations was dirty with evidence of 
mold along the seal of the fridge.) 

2.40 (b)(3) • Conduct daily observation of all animals to assess their health 

and well-being. 

(**A female Boston, tag# 178, had what appeared to be a protrusion 
of tissue from the vaginal opening. 

**The dog was moving in a manner that indicated discomfort and in 
heat.) 

3.1 (c)(l)(ii) • Construct surfaces of housing facilities, including houses, dens 

and other furniture-type fixtures and objects within the 
facility of materials that allow them to be readily cleaned and 
sanitized, removed or replaced when worn or soiled. Interior 
surfaces that come in contact with dogs or cats must be free of 
jagged edges or sharp points that might injure the animals. 
(One of the large breed dog outdoor shelter structures has a small 
section or metal in disrepair, turned upwards and creating sharp 
edges that could be a safety hazard to the dogs.) 

Titles 7 & 9 Code of Federal Regulations were promulgated to help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases and assure the humane treatment of animals. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly 
impact detrimental to the public interest, you are warned of this violation. Any further violation of these regulations may 
result in the assessment of a civil penalty or criminal prosecution.
